Robot Gives Wo 
Of the

By the time this reaches print, the 
true story of the robot and the 
whole story, including the last chap- 
ter, may be revealed. Perhaps it 
will be withheld until Germany fs 
‘on her knees and the heavy cen- 
sorship which-has descended over 
the last, desperate blows of the cor- 
nered animal can be lifted, 

The part of the story which fs now 
being revealed is that of a menace 
which dropped to a low in August 
of this year, when only 4 out of 
10} bombs aimed at London reached 
their destination, began to rise 
again after that until, at this writ- 
ing, V-Is are falling on the Brit- 
ish capital and vicinity three times 
a week, 

What is more, only the V-ls are 
being mentioned. Although the V-2, a 
rocket much larger than the V-1, 
was described for a while, and a 
more mysterious V-3. was men- 
tioned some time ago, today no word 
$s spoken of either, What Is men- 
tioned Ig that war darnages are be- 
ing repaired in London by some 132,- 
#00 laborers. This total is 40 per 
cent of Britain’s total building per- 
sonnel]. Only 40,000 men were em- 
Ployed for this work in 1941 dur- 
ing the battle of Britain. 

The attacks now going on, Ike all 
of those since the Allies took .over 
the invasion coasts and captured the 
launching siles, are made by robots 
launched from the backs of planes 
piloted by live pilots. It {s general- 
ly admitted that they will keep right 
on coming as long as Germany fs In 
the war, The robot war isn’t over, 
Londoners are still moving nightly 
in the shadow of death. 

The British Information s¢rvice 
has released a film witcii tells the 
story of what happened when the 
Y-ls were coming over from the 
launching platform, It is a terrible 
human document, As one woman 
correspondent who has just come 
back from the front remarked: 
“That Is worse than anything In 
France.” 


Broke Full Force 


Of Attacks 

A man who knows robots pretty 
well from first-hand contact told me 
‘'f the flying bombs (V-ls) had been 
launched as the Germans planned to 
launch them, In the quantities In 
which they were then able to pro- 
duce them, and from the launching 
platforms already installed, they 
would have been gent against Lon- 
don at tha rate of a thousand a 


night, every night." 


That, of course, would hive meant 
the annihilation of any city, 

Briefly, the developments which 
broke the German plan were these: 

In April of 1943, Brillsh secret

Some are 
destroyed there, For the rest, it is 
an endless patrol. of the ‘North sea 
and the Heligoland Bight, searching 
the whole heavens for the planes 
themselves or trying to spot the ro- 
bots after they are launched and 
dive-bomb them down or pick them 
off with ack-ack, or hope they will 
entangle themselves with the wires 
from the captive balloons,

Hits ‘Inconsistent’ 
Diplomacy of U. S. 

Before we can get any sort of 
tiiernational organization working, 
we, the United States of Arneriea, 
must have the confidence of the 
other nations of the world. 

We, ‘US," have a pretty good 
reputation, a “réservoir of good- 
will,’ as Wendell Willkie called it. 
But we have also-a -{ew blots on 
our escutcheon. And it might be well. 
for all of us to read a book which, al- 


!though I cannot agree with all its 


ecnclusions, fascinates me. 


Iu is called “Our Jungle Diplo- 
macy.”’ and was written by a for- 
mer niember of the American for- 
cigs service, William Franklin 
Sands, hy collaboration with Joseph 
M, Lalley. It made me think, 

Mr, Sands’ iitels is that our diplo-+ 
macy hes been optrating “in a 
jungle of our own crearinn" and he 
cites In detall certain speifie ex+ 
amples ta show where he believes 
our diplomacy has led, His findings 
are startling: Japan's annexation of 
Koren, he says, follows’ the pattern 
laid down by the United States in 
regard to Hawall, Pearl Harbor, he 
boldly traces back to Panamal 


Mr, Sands has some rather jolt- 
ing Ideas on power politics. He sats 


that although the United States his ! 


no consistent forelgn polley, we 
have, nevertheless, indulged in pow- 
er politics, But, he hastens to adi, 
power politics Js not per sé, Ue 
wise or Immoral. (It depends onthe 
power.) 

But whatever has been the long- 
range effect of our diplomatic con- 
duct fn South America, Sands be« 
Neves that ‘the chfet fruft of our 
jungle diplomacy is the disaxtrous 
war In which we are now engaged,” 


T would not go so far as to say | 


that a less Jungular “iplomacy on 
our part nlone could, under existing 
world conditions, have preserved the 
peace In the face of 2 confirmed 
aggressor, but I must admit that 
our sintesminship has not acted as 
much of # pacifier so far, 

Sanda quotes the famous saylig 
of the great military authority, von 
Clausewltz, to the effect that “war 
fs the continuation of a nation's poll- 
cy by foreible means,’* and then he 
says that since we had no palley to 
extend, the war In the Pacifié Ja an 
extension of Jupanese polley. Sands 
guys (and mrkes a very convinding 
irgument) that that point was clear 
when the Japs took Korea 40 years

HOW BUREAUCRATS

year 1900 was written off the pages 
of Time, Our men. now fighting on 
the far-flung battlefields of a global 
war do not remember that year, but 
we elders, who must remain on the 
home front, can recall jt quite vivid- 
ly. We were then a nation of some 
110 million people; we had just 
completed a smail- war with Spain: 
Admiral Dewey was still a national 
hero; the controversy as to whether 
Admiral Schley or Admiral Samp- 
son destroyed the Spanish fleet at 
Santiago was still going strong; we 
had a very considerable number of 
civil war veterans still with us and 
were paying what we then con- 
sidered large sums for pensions;

ment expenditures without much 
realization of what millions meant; 
our political battles were waged 
over high or low tariffs and more 
economy in Federal government op- 
erations. 

In that year of 1900 the Federal 
government had spent the fabulous 
sum of $520,861,000, for which the
